In many cases, it is 
delay has worked great hardships to the complainants, 
whe have been to tolerate what the commission has _ pro- 
nounced unreasonable conditions. \WWhat President Taft has mostly 
herefore, is the reduction of this delay by the creation of 
a separate interstate commerce court, to sit in Washington, to be 
empowered to consider petitions to set aside the orders of the com- 
nussion—a court, in fact, that will have no other duties to perform 
than those arising from consideration of disputes between the rail- 
roads. and the shippers. To what extent the interstate commerce 
court shall relieve existing courts of jurisdiction, and to what degree 
its decisions shall be final, are matters for Congress to determine. 

The idea will recommend itself to the public for one very good 
reason, at all events. It is in line with the widespread popular 
demand for e xpeditious htigation. 
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Ix vIEW of the discussion that has for many

Although the govern- 
ment crop report issued this week shows that the aggregate produc- 
tion of the crops of 1909 was 2 per cent greater than last year 
and g per cent greater than the ten-year average, a dollar in its 
purchasing power does not go nearly so far as it did last year or at 
any time within the last decade. 

Copper is one article of which the production has not only kept 
pace with the consumption, but has continued persistently to increase 
as the demand has increased for the metal. The report issued this 
week by the Copper Producers Association for the month of Octo- 
ber was: disappointing to the trade because it showed an increase in 
the surplus stocks of a little over 2,000,000 pounds. And yet it was 
a much more favorable report than any issued in the last three 
months. There was a total production during the month of 124,- 
657, 709 pounds, a new high monthly record, exceeding the last 
pres nous high record by over 4,000,000 pounds. The total consu: mp- 
tion of copper in October made a gain over the previous month of 
20.437,923 pounds and was the largest of any month since records 
have been kept. It is consequently encouraging that the surplus 
was increased by only 2,000,000 pounds and _ indicates a most 
remarkable growth of business among copper consuming industries.
